For  Tuberculosis — Ransom  Sanatorium  provided  by  County 
Council. 

For  Fever  Cases — We  have  arrangements  with  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  Authority. 

For  Smallpox — We  maintain,  with  four  other  Districts,  the 
Rushcliffe  Hospital. 

The  General  Hospitals  of  Nottingham  are  available  for 
cases  from  the  District. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  infectious  cases — provided  by  Fever  Hospital. 

For  non-infectious  cases — provided  by  St.  John  Ambul¬ 
ance. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Stapleford 
is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  which  also 
provides  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  and  a  Treatment  Centre 
for  Venereal  Diseases,  at  Nottingham.

No  arrangement  for  this  is  made  by  the  Local  Author¬ 
ity,  but  District  Nursing  at  Bramcote,  ChilweU  and  part  of 
Stapleford  is  done  by  a  Nursing  Association.  The  six 
Midwives  practising  in  the  area  are  not  employed  or 
subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority. 


Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water. — When  the  new  reservoir  at  Hopwell  is  completed 
we  shall  get  a  portion  of  our  requirements  from  the 
Derwent  Valley. 

The  Nottingham  Corporation  are  constructing  a 
reservoir  at  Bramcote,  and  have  obtained  powers  to 
serve  Stapleford  and  Toton  in  addition  to  Bramcote 
and  ChilweU  ;  they  will  eventuaUy  supply  practically 
the  whole  District. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Large  sewerage  schemes  and 
extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Stapleford, 
and  new  schemes  for  ChUwell,  Toton  and  part  of  Bram¬ 
cote  have  been  sactioned  by  the  Ministry,  and  are  in 
hand. 

Negotiations  with  regard  to  the  drainage  of  the  Sand 
Flat  portion  of  Bramcote  have  not  yet  been  concluded. 

Trowell  Pit  Hill. — The  nuisance  caused  by  the  burning 
of  this  hiU  has  been  removed.
